Canada,” says the article, “are so 
astounding that the attention not 
only of the business world but the 
general public as well has been fo­ 
cused on them and speculations as 
to the future o f the automotive in­ 
dustry are a fruitful theme of dis­ 
cussion.” 
From the standpoint of the val­ 
ue of product, the industry now 
is third in the United States, and 
there are more than 400,000 work­ 
ers directly dependent upon it for 
a livelihood, while the number in­ 
directly dependent Is much greater.

When Atlas grew weary of holding up the earth to keep 
it in the full flare of the sun, so that men would always see 
what other men were doing, he resigned in favor of The 
elated Press. Old Man AP could not take the globe on his 
shoulders, but he could do what is far more effective for the 
purpose, he could girdle the ball with wire nets and keep 
the restless earth always within 
his spotlight 
of 
pitiless 
publicity. 
Atlas is pleased. He remembers with pardonable pride 
that he was a mighty man in his day; but he admits that, 
when it comes to keeping tab on the e arth’s behavior, he was 
a piker compared to AP. 
AP built for himself a might conning tower. From it he 
stretched 92,000 miles of telegraph wires and employed a 
thousand telegraph operators. Where he couldn’t string wires 
he requisitioned cables and radio. He organized an associa­ 
tion of 1,250 newspapers in forty-eight American States in 
Alaska, Hawaii, the Philippines, Porto Rico, Cuba, Mexico 
and South America. He established 27 foreign bureaus abroad 
and made reciprocal news treaties with 26 foreign agencies. 
And last year it cost him $6,000,000 to carry on the work. But 
Atlas, formerly a victim of insomnia, now sleeps well o’nights, 
confident that in the morning newspapers he will find reports 
of all that has happened. If he listens. Atlas can hear, almost 
every minute, day and night, the roar of the big press as 
some of AP’s newspapers start on their rounds. He knows that 
Argus, with all his IOO eyes wide open and never sleeping, 
could not do the job so well. He reads the reports and finds 
them so non partisan and unbiased that the member news­ 
papers, of all schools of political, economic and religious 
thought, can make no charge that Old Man AP is controlled 
by propagandists of any character. He knows AP. has no 
stock for sale, pockets no profits and declares no divdends.

HAMBURG.— America’s 
decision 
not to sell any cast off war ships 
to foreign buyers on 
the ground

war, has attracted much attention 
in 
Europe. Several German 
firms 
made Inquiries In W ashington con­ 
cerning battleships which were to 
be scrapped, as the vessels were 
desired by them for the iron and 
steel they contained. 
About the tim e the policy of the 
United States governm ent was an 
iiouneed, it was learned here that 
several battleships upon which con­ 
struction began during the Czar’s 
regime, but which never were com­ 
pleted. had been sold by the Soviet 
governm ent to a British wrecking 
concern to be used as scrap Iron 
and melted down. Word to this el 
feet came from Fetrograd to Ger­ 
man shipping com panies who were

And yet it sometimes appears as though the 
office-holder assumes that a different rule of fidelity prevails 
between him and the taxpayers than that which should regu­ 
late his conduct when, as an individual, he holds the money 
of his neighbor.” 
Grover Cleveland was fearless and frank in the vetoing 
of bills that were unjust, and in the forwarding of measures 
that would simplify government and reduce taxes. 
We have men of the type of Grover Cleveland today. 
They are all about us, immersed in the faithful, unpretentious 
conduct of their own private enterprises— like Cleveland, men 
of modesty, unaccustomed to pushing themselves into the 
limelight. They are the ones who should be drafted for the 
public service. Must we confess that we of 1923 are more easi­ 
ly bumfoozled than the citizens of the ’80s? Must we acknowl­ 
edge that we like to be fooled, that we are fond of false 
tinsel, that we prefer the glitter to the gold? Must we admit 
that we are tamed by the blatant whalings of demagogues? 
W hy not call forth in every county, every municipality, every 
state, the quiet men of power who, like Cleveland, hold in 
themselves potentialities that belong to a free and aggressive 
people?— Farm and Ranch.
